WASHINGTON, APRIL ID.—Presi- 


dent Wilson told congress, assembled 
in joint session shortly after 1 o'clock 
this afternoon, he has given Germany 
irrevocable notification that the United 
States will break off diplomatic rela- 
tions if her illegal submarine cam- 
paign is continued. 


A note, America's last word, prac- 


tically an ultimatum and demanding 
an immediate reply, presumably was 
in the Berlin foreign office as the presi- 
dent was speaking. 


It was dispatched last night in ac- 


cordance with the president's plan to 
have it before the German government 
at the same moment he was address- 
ing the American congress. 


Asks No Action of Congress 


The president asked no action what- 


ever of congress. He simply informed 
it of the accumulation of facts prov- 
ing that Germany's assurances to the 
United States are being violated; that 
the submarine campaign, despite the 
earnest protests of the United States, 
is~being conducted with renewed vigor 
in contravention of all the laws of na- 
tions and humanity, and that 
hej 


means to sever relations unless it i 
brot within the law. 


Diplomatic history of the 
world 


shows that such a course is almos 
certain to be followed by war. 


The president's note and his ad 


dress to congress are final. 
The} 


mark the end of diplomatic exchanges 
A continuance of the long standing 
friendly relations, the president made 
clear, depends alone upon Germany*!? 
conduct. 


The President's Speech 


The president said: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress—A sit 


uation has arisen in the foreign rela 
tions of the country of which it is 
my plain duty to inform you \ery 
frankly. 


"It will be recalled that in February, 


1915, the imperial German government 
announced its intention to treat the 
waters surrounding Great Britain am 
Ireland as embraced within the seat 
of war and to destroy al! merchant 
ships owned by its enemies that migh 
be found within any part of that por- 
tion of the high seas, and that it 


ol" our goiernmenl, the imperial Ger- 
man go1, eminent at once proceeded 
to carry out the policy it had an- 
nounced. 


"It expressed the hope that the 


dangers involved, at any rate the 
dangers to neutral vessels, would be 
reduced to a minimum by the instruc- 


warned all vessels, of neutral as well 
as of belligerent ownership, to keep 
out of the waters it had thus prescrib- 
ed or else enter them at their peril. 


"The government

States earnestly protested.

not be pursued without the practical

Methods Are Ruthless

have attacked merchant ships with 
greater and greater activity, not only 
upon the high seas .surrounding Great 
Britain and Ireland, but wherever they 
could encounter them, in a way th.-j 
has grown more and more ruthless, 
more and more indiscriminate as the 
months have gone by, loss and less 
observant of restraints of any kind; 
and have delivered their attacks with- 
out compunction against vessel.* of
